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SUBJECT: PRESIDENTIAL VISIT: JOINT STATEMENT 
REE: WARSAW 4679, 4773, 4463 AND 4697 

1. THE AMBASSADOR IS AUTHORIZED TO NEGOTIATE AD 

REEERENDUM THE FOLLOWING JOINT STATEMENT WITH THE POLES. 
ALL OUR REFERENCES ARE TO PRESIDENT FORD AND FIRST 
SECRETARY GIEREK. FURTHER, WE HAVE USED "SIDE" OR "SIDES" 
RATHER THAN "PARTY" OR "PARTIES", WHICH IS MORE COMMONLY 
USED IN TREATIES. WE HAVE DELETED IN ENTIRETY PARAGRAPHS 

8 AND 10 OF THE POLISH TEXT AND HAVE ADDED A PARAGRAPH, 
NUMBER 29, IN OUR TEXT. 

2. JOINT STATEMENT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA, GERALD R. EORD, AND THE FIRST SECRETARY OF 

THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OE THE POLISH UNITED WORKERS' PARTY, 
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EDWARD GIEREK. 

3. AS A RESULT OF THE CONVERSATIONS HELD BY THE PRESIDENT 
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OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, GERALD R. FORD, AND THE 
FIRST SECRETARY OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE POLISH 
UNITED WORKERS' PARTY, EDWARD GIEREK, BOTH SIDES AGREED 
TO THE FOLLOWING JOINT STATEMENT: 

4. THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND 

THE FIRST SECRETARY OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE POLISH 
UNITED WORKERS' PARTY REAFFIRM THEIR DETERMINATION TO 
MAKE THEIR CONTRIBUTION TO THE CONSOLIDATION OF DETENTE, 

TO THE STRENGTHENING OF INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, AND TO 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF BILATERAL RELATIONS TO THEIR MUTUAL 
ADVANTAGE, AS DEFINED IN THE COURSE OF THEIR PREVIOUS 
MEETINGS AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE JOINT STATEMENT OF 
PRINCIPLES OF UNITED STATES - POLISH RELATIONS OF 1974, 

AS WELL AS OTHER AGREEMENTS CONCLUDED BY THE TWO COUNTRIES 
IN RECENT YEARS. 

5. THE PRESIDENT AND THE FIRST SECRETARY WELCOME WITH 
SATISFACTION THE CONVOCATION OF THE FINAL STAGE OF 

THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE ON 
JULY 30TH OF THIS YEAR IN HELSINKI. ITS RESOLUTIS WILL 
DEFINE PRINCIPLES OF PEACEFUL COOPERATION AMONG THE STATES 
BOTH SIDES CONSIDER THE CONVOCATION OF THE CONFERENCE 
AS A POSITIVE CONTRIBUTION TO THE CONTINUING PROCESS 
OF INTERNATIONAL DETENTE. 

6. BOTH SIDES EXPRESSED THEIR WILL TO DO ALL THEY 

CAN SO THAT THE RESULTS OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY 
AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE, CONTAINED IN THE FINAL 
DOCUMENTS, BECOME A GENUINE AND STRONG STIMULUS FOR 
POSITIVELY SHAPING RELATIONS AMONG THE PARTICIPANT 
STATES. THEY EXPRESSED THEIR CONFIDENCE THAT THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS BY ALL THE PARTICIPANTS 
OF THE CONFERENCE WOULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE FURTHER 
STRENGTHENING OF PEACE IN EUROPE AND DEVELOPING EVER 
BROADER, ALL-ROUND COOPERATION AMONG THEM. 

7. BOTH SIDES NOTE THAT THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY

AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE WILL BE FOLLOWED UP BY FUTURE 
MEETINGS AT THE LEVEL OF REPRESENTATIVES APPOINTED BY THE 
MINISTERS FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF PARTICIPANT STATES. 

8. IN THE COURSE OF THEIR EXCHANGE OF VIEWS, BOTH 

SIDES FULLY AGREED THAT EFFORTS TO STRENGTHEN POLITICAL 
DETENTE IN EUROPE SHOULD BE SUPPLEMENTED BY A PROCESS 
OF MILITARY DETENTE. IN THIS CONTEXT, THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AND THE POLISH PEOPLES REPUBLIC ATTACH 
SIGNIFICANT IMPORTANCE TO THE VIENNA TALKS ON THE 
MUTUAL REDUCTION OF ARMED FORCES AND ARMAMENTS IN CENTRAL 
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EUROPE AND ASSOCIATED MEASURES. 

9. BOTH SIDES ARE IN EULL AGREEMENT THAT SECURITY 
IN EUROPE IS INDIVISIBLE AND THAT IT REMAINS CLOSELY 
LINKED WITH THE PEACE AND SECURITY IN THE WORLD AS A 

WHOLE. 

10. THE POLISH SIDE EXPRESSED ITS FULL SUPPORT EOR THE 
DIALOGUE AND DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS BETWEEN THE USSR 
AND THE USA - THE TWO STATES WHICH BEAR SPECIAL RESPON- 
SIBILITY EOR WORLD PEACE. THE POLISH SIDE VOICED ITS 
RELIEF THAT IN PARTICULAR THE TALKS AND THE AGREEMENTS 
CONCERNING STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION STRENGTHEN WORLD 
PEACE AND PROVIDE A SOUND BASIS FOR FURTHER LIMITATIONS 
AND REDUCTION OF STRATEGIC ARMS. 

1 1 . BOTH SIDES PRESENTED THEIR RESPECTIVE VIEWS ON THE 
EEEECTIVENESS OE THE TREATY ON NON-PROLIFERATION OE 
NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND WERE IN AGREEMENT AS TO THE FUN- 
DAMENTAL IMPORTANCE OE THE TREATY EOR PREVENTING THE 
DANGER OE PROLIEERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

12. THEY ALSO CONSIDERED THAT THE CONEERENCE ON THE 
LAW OE THE SEA WAS VERY IMPORTANT EOR ALL COUNTRIES 
OE THE WORLD. BOTH SIDES EXPRESSED THEMSELVES IN 
EAVOR OE MAKING ALL POSSIBLE EEFORTS TO BRING THIS 
CONEERENCE TO A SUCCESSFUL CONCLUSION NEXT YEAR, KEEPING 
IN MIND THE JUST INTERESTS OE ALL STATES. 
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13. THEY ALSO REVIEWED MATTERS RELATED TO THE GROWING 
NEED TO DEVELOP COOPERATION AMONG STATES, NOTABLY 

IN THE FIELD OE RAW MATERIALS, ENERGY, AND EOOD. 

THEY REAEEIRMED THEIR WILL TO ACT, EACH SIDE ACCORDING 
TO ITS OWN POSSIBILITIES AND PRIORITIES, TOWARD ALLE- 
VIATING AND SOLVING THE EXISTING PROBLEMS. THE TWO 
SIDES AGREED THAT AS A RESULT OE THEIR BILATERAL COOPERA- 
TION IN THE FIELD OE ENERGY, THEY CAN CONSIDERABLY 
CONTRIBUTE TO THE SOLUTION OE THESE PROBLEMS TO THE BENE- 
EIT OE THEIR OWN AND OTHER PEOPLES. 

14. THE PRESIDENT AND THE EIRST SECRETARY EXPRESSED THEM- 
SELVES IN EAVOR OE CONTINUING, ON ALL LEVELS, EEEORTS 

TO PROMOTE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND TO 
REMOVE BARRIERS AND OBSTACLES. 

15. BOTH SIDES INTEND TO WORK TOWARD BROADENING INTER- 
NATIONAL SCIENTIEIC COOPERATION. IN THIS RESPECT, THE 
POLISH SIDE POINTED TO THE SIGNIEICANCE OE THE SOYUZ- 
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APOLLO PROGRAM, SEEING IN IT A SYMBOL OE THE OPPORTUNITIES 
ARISING FROM lOINT EFEORTS OF NATIONS FOR THE GOOD OF 
ALL MANKIND IN THE ERA OE INTERNATIONAL DETENTE. 

16. THE PRESIDENT AND THE EIRST SECRETARY CONEIRMED THEIR 
SUPPORT FOR THE UNITED NATIONS AND EOR THE OBJECTIVES AND 

PRINCIPLES AS SET OUT IN ITS CHARTER. 

17. THE TWO SIDES REAFFIRMED THE USEEULNESS OE THEIR 
CONTACTS AND CONSULTATIONS TO DATE AND REAEFIRM THEIR 
READINESS TO CONTINUE THEM ON VARIOUS LEVELS AND IN VARIOUS 
EORMS. 

18. DURING THE TALKS, THE FIRST SECRETARY AND THE PRESI- 
DENT REVIEWED POLISH-AMERICAN BILATERAL RELATIONS, 

NOTING WITH SATISEACTION THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED, WHICH 
CORRESPONDS TO THE INTERESTS OF BOTH NATIONS AND IS IN 
CONFORMITY WITH THE LONG AND RICH TRADITIONS LINKING THE 
PEOPLES OE POLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 

19. THE TWO SIDES WERE UNANIMOUS IN THEIR JUDGMENT THAT 
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THE STATEMENTS SIGNED ON 8 OCTOBER 1974, DURING THE 
VISIT OF THE FIRST SECRETARY OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OE 
THE POLISH UNITED WORKERS' PARTY EDWARD GIEREK TO THE 
UNITED STATES, CONSITUTE A SOLID FOUNDATION FOR THE FURTHER 
STRENGTHENING OE PEACEFUL AND FRIENDLY COOPERATION BE- 
TWEEN POLAND AND THE UNITED STATES AND THEY WERE 
HAPPY TO NOTE THE SUCCESSEUL IMPLEMENTATION OE THE 
RESPECTIVE ECONOMIC AGREEMENTS. 

20. ATTACHING PARTICULAR WEIGHT TO THE GROWTH OE 

TRADE EXCHANGES, BOTH LEADERS CONSIDERED A EURTHER CONSI- 
DERABLE INCREASE IN TRADE TURNOVER BETWEEN THEIR TWO 
COUNTRIES TO BE A EEASIBLE, REALISTIC AND DESIRABLE 
GOAL. BOTH SIDES EXPRESSED THEIR INTENTION TO ACT JOINTLY 
IN REMOVING DIFEICULTIES THAT MAY ARISE. THEY WILL LEND 
PARTICULAR SUPPORT IN THIS RESPECT TO THE ACTIVITIES OF 
THE JOINT POLISH-AMERICAN TRADE COMMISSION. 

21. BOTH SIDES NOTED THE FURTHER SUCCESSFUL DEVELOP- 
MENT OE FINANCIAL COOPERATION BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES 
AND RECOGNIZED ITS IMPACT ON THE PACE AND SCOPE OE INDUS- 
TRIAL CO-PRODUCTION. THEY ARE RESOLVED TO ENCOURAGE 
EURTHER COOPERATION BETWEEN THE EIRMS AND ENTERPRISES 
OE BOTH SIDES. 

22. EMPHASIZING THE GREAT ROLE OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION, BOTH SIDES APPRAISED POSITIVELY THE WORK DONE 
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so FAR IN PUTTING INTO EFFECT THE AGREEMENT ON FUNDING OF 
COOPERATION IN SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. THEY ALSO EXPRESSED 
THEIR SUPPORT TO ITS FURTHER EXPANSION, ESPECIALLY IN SUCH 
FIELDS AS COAL MINING AND COAL PROCESSING, THE PRO- 
TECTION OF ENVIRONMENT, AND TRANSPORTATION. 

23. THE TWO LEADERS ATTACHED PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE 
TO THE LONG-STANDING TRADITION OF COOPERATION IN THE 
FIELD OF HEALTH PROTECTION, DRUGS AND BIOLOGICAL 
MATERIALS. UNDER THE PROGRAM, JOINT RESEARCH SHALL BE 
CONTINUED, INCLUDING SUCH FIELDS, AS: ONCOLOGY, HEALTH 
PROBLEMS RELATED TO FOOD AND DRUGS AND PLANNING, DE- 
LIVERY AND EVALUATION OF HEALTH SERVICES ESPECIALLY 
THOSE TO MOTHERS AND CHILDREN. 
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24. THE TWO SIDES BELIEVE THAT THERE EXIST BROAD 
POSSIBILITIES THAT THE TRADITIONAL FIELD OF COOPERATION 
BETWEEN BOTH COUNTRIES - TRADE IN AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS- 
BE BROADENED AND SUPPLEMENTED BY SCIENTIEIC AND TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION IN AGRICULTURE, PARTICULARLY IN STOCKBREEDING 
, PRODUCTION OF FODDERS, TECHNOLOGY OE EOOD PRESERVATION 
AND PRODUCTION OF HIGH-QUALITY VARIETIES OF PROTEIN. 

25. MINDFUL OF THE IMPORTANCE OF THE RATIONAL USE 
OF THE FOOD RESOURCES OF THE OCEANS, BOTH SIDES WILL 
CONTINUE TO COOPERATE IN THE FIELD OF FISHING AND 
MARITIME ECONOMY. 

26. IN SEEKING TO BROADEN RELATIONS AND CONTACTS 
BETWEEN THE PEOPLES OF POLAND AND THE UNITED STATES, 

BOTH COUNTRIES SHALL CONTINUE TO ENCOURAGE TOURISM 
BETWEEN THEM. THEY WILL EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES EOR 

THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF AIR TRANSPORTATION BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

27. BOTH COUNTRIES INTEND TO FACILITATE RECIPROCALLY TO 
THE EXTENT POSSIBLE THE EURTHER POPULARIZATION OF THEIR 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE. BOTH SIDES 
WILL ENDEAVOR TO PROMOTE FURTHER CONTACTS AND COOPERA- 
TION BETWEEN CIVIC, SCIENTIFIC, SPORTS AND YOUTH 
ORGANIZATIONS, AS WELL AS BETWEEN CITIES OE BOTH COUNTRIES. 

28. BOTH SIDES STRESSED THE SIGNIFICANCE OF HISTORICAL 
TRADITIONS FOR THE STRENGTHENING OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN 
THE TWO NATIONS. THEY POINTED TO THE POSITIVE ROLE 
PLAYED BY THE AMERICANS OE POLISH EXTRACTION IN THE EN- 
RICHMENT OE RELATIONS BETWEEN POLAND AND THE UNITED 
STATES. THEY ENCOURAGE THE FREE FLOW OF PERSONS IN BOTH 
DIRECTIONS AND TO THE MAXIMUM EXTENT ALLOWED UNDER 
NATIONAL LAWS. 
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29. THE PRESIDENT INFORMED THE EIRST SECRETARY OE THE 
GREAT WEIGHT WHICH THE UNITED STATES ATTACHES TO THE 
REUNIEICATION OE DIVIDED FAMILIES. 
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30. THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES AND THE FIRST 
SECRETARY OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE POLISH UNITED 
WORKERS' PARTY EXPRESSED THEIR PROFOUND SATISFACTION OVER 
THE CONVERSATIONS THEY HELD AND VOICED THEIR CONVICTION 
THAT THE RESULTS OF THEIR TALKS WILL BE OF GREAT SIGNIFI- 
CANCE FOR FURTHER AMERICAN-POLISH COOPERATION.
